Here’s an interesting editorial from the Christian Seience 
Monitor that coincides with our idea of the greatest cause of 
depression, the fact that the products of the farmer have gone 


down much more than any other commodity. 


That paper says: 


The remark is frequently made that business in the United 
States will be on a sounder basis once it has been deflated to 


the pre-war level. 


It must be assumed that those who support 


this theory would like to see all prices and costs reduced to 


that level. 


Prosperity is based on a free exchange of goods and ser- 








vices, and that cannot take place unless prices are in proper 
relation to one another. The stagnation resulting from two | 
years of falling prices is only partly due to the drop in prices. 
It is due even more to the fact that some prices have dropped | 
much more than others, throwing all normal relationships out | 
of gear and preventing a free interchange of goods and ser- 
vices. 


Let us see what must be done if we are all to get together | 
on the pre-war level. In the first place would come a substan- 
tial increase in the price of farm products, which are now 331 


per cent below the pre-war level. Along with that would have | 


to come 2 further decrease of 10 per cent in retail food prices. 
The cost of distributing farm produets would have to be re-| 





duced 40 per cent, which means a lowering of city wages and 
rents as Well as freight rates. 

Freight rates are 50 per cent above the pre-war level, city | 
waves 90 per cent, and city rents 36 per cent higher. City fuel | 
and light is (8 per cent above the pre-war level, and farm 
taxes are 149 per cent higher than before the war. | 

It is apparent that the process of detlation, as applied to | 
many city costs, has hardly begun. The farmer has earried! 
the burden of deflation, and the disastrous effeet on his pur-} 
chasing power is one of the most important influences retard- ! 
ing recovery. Many people are for detlation as long as the 
other fellow is being deflated. The fact that the course of de- 
flation has turned aside from the farmer after having knocked 
him flat, and now is beginning to be felt severely in the cities, 
perhaps accounts for its waning popularity,
